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On Saturday Kay 8, Subject learned an arrest order promulgated 
by Argentine Court at Villa Delores,Province Santa Fe, Argentina, 
to appear before court and answer charges of narcotics violations. 
He, therefore sought refuge in Bribassy to avoid alleged bodily- 
harm and seek Embassy protection. At present time he is still 
in Chancery, 

I propose the following procedures 

I seek appointment with Foreign Minister on Mondy May 10, I 
propose to inform Minister that Subject wishes to turn himself 
over to appropriate police authorities to answer charges filed 
against him in Villa Delores as described in reft els, 

I propose asking Foreign Minister to arrange appropriate place 
for Subject to voluntarily surrender accompanied by an American 
consular officer and his attorney, 

I further propose at the same time to ask the Foreign Minister if 
he would use whatever legal means are available to effect Subject *C 
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early deportation or expulsion from Argentina as indicated 
by Under Secretaiy Pereyra in conversation with me a few 
days ago. 

5. Subject agrees to this procedure* 

6, X believe this procedure the only viable alternative* 

7, I request Departments concurrence or recommendations. I expect 
to see Foreign Minister by 12 noon Monday, 

8. Congressman John McCollister of Nebraska actively interested 
•in case and has repeatedly called the Embassy on behalf 
Subject’s parents* Congressman indicated he was prepared to 
raise this problem with President Ford.
